1. Material pertinent to the subject request has been 
assembled by a number of Agency components: DD/A, DD/O, 
ER, and OIG. The volume of this material is considerable. 

We propose dealing with it as stated below. 

2. OIG has a number of files and documents which have a 
direct bearing on the subject request. Most of this material 
originated in components other than OIG. ER has forwarded 
to us its holdings having to do with the subject request. These 
are documents formerly held by the Review Staff. They, too, 
are primarily the product of other Agency components. 

3. We believe this material, plus that identified by the 
DD/A and the DD/O, should be placed in a conveniently located, 
secure reading area for review by the appropriate addressees 
of this memorandum during the week of 13 September. Once 
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STAT 


that review is completed, properly cleared representatives of 
the Senate Committee should be invited to review the material 
subject to the following agreed conditions: any notes taken by 
them would be subject to review and excision of information 
pertaining to intelligence sources and methods; documents 
desired by the Committee representatives could then be 
sanitized as necessary and copied for release to them after 
coordination by the addressees. 


4. This procedure is similar to that followed during 
portions of the external investigations of CIA. While some- 
what cumbersome, it does reduce the amount of reproduction 
and sanitization which will be required. We believe most 
documents of possible interest to Committee representatives 
were forwarded in one or another form to the Senate Select 
Committee during the investigations.
